reports reaching here gave a very con­ 
siderable loss of 
life from a

that the victim s are few. 
C om m uni­ 
cation with tile island is difficult, but

state th at while it is believed some 
poisons w ere killed by the collapse of 
houses the body of only one woman 
has so far been recovered. 
N aples 
suffered 
from

storm of wind and rain, the dam age 
am ounting to millions. 
Every section 
of the city bears the m ark s of the 
gale and the suburbs w ere even more 
seriously affected, several persons be­ 
ing killed. 
T he surrounding country 
has been devastated, g reat quantities 
of grapes, vines, trees and walls and 
p arts of houses being scattered about 
in all directions. 
T h ere is no confirmation of the re­ 
port th at Ischia suffered from a tidal 
wave or a seismic disturbance.

T he one hundredth anniversary of 
cotton m anu factu ring in Fall River, 
Mass., is approaching, and the occasion 
will probably be celebrated by some 
dem onstration befitting th e largest cot­ 
ton m anu factu ring center in tills coun­ 
try and the second largest in the world. 
It w as in 1811 th a t Colonel Joseph 
D urfee promoted the first cotton mill 
in w hat is now Fall River, then Hie 
tow n of Troy. 
T he original mill is 
standing, som ew hat remodeled as the 
result of tire in 1843. and is used as a 
storehouse. 
T he mill w as in operation as a cot­ 
ton mill for about fourteen years and 
was a fterw a rd used as a printing mill. 
J u s t how many processes were cur­ 
ried on in this old mill IOO years ago 
cannot be said, but probably tin* yarn 
w as spun on the crude fram es then in 
operation to si very limited extent. 
It is said th at the cotton, 
which 
came from the south in sailing packets, 
was distributed around the neighbor­ 
hood and hand carded and taken to the 
mill for spinning. 
Then the yarn was 
sent out to people near by w ho owned 
hand looms and was there woven into 
cloth and returned to the mill for sale 
aud distribution. 
T he first D urfee mill ivas not much 
of a financial success, but it set the 
ball rolling and helped to build up a 
spindle city noted for its strong finan­ 
cial position and its able organizations 
of m an ufactu res of cotton.

investors have been liberal supporters 
of cotton m an ufacturin g enterprises, 
and today thirty-nine corporations op­
